(3). The name and address of © 


the manufacturer or distributor 
who is responsible for the prod- 
cut, This requirement allows 
the consumer to take independ- 
ent action by presenting problems 
or inquiries directly.

Municipal and provincial gove 
ernments acrossC anada are make 
ing the installation of smoke de= 
tectors in homes mandatory but 
only three models available are 
recommended on the basis of 
a test of relative merit, says the 
Consumer's Association of Can- 
ada (CAC). 

Pressure for the installation of 
detectors is coming from fire de» 
partment and insurance company 
officials concerned about fires 
related deaths and property los 
ses,

At one time or another, 


everyone has had to deal with 
someone soliciting a donation 
or a gift for a supposedly charite 
able cause, Solicitors are not 


the easiest to send away and in 


some instances, the "charitabld 
or "'non~ profit" organization 
turns out to be non-existent or 
worse, an organization strictly 
for profit. 

Christmas is the one time of 
the year when there is a dispro- 
portionately large number of 
dishonest and scheming solicit- 
ors who like to prey on unsus= 
pecting donors, After all, no- 
body wants to be labelled a 
"scrooge'' and Christmas is trad 
itionally, a season for giving, 

To protect potential victims, 
the Better Business Bureau!s Sol- 
icitations Control Department 
compiled an "Annual Index of 
Soliciting Organizations, '' The 
Index although only a "partial 
list of organizations which are 
the subject of many inquiries, " 
contains 298 entries, 

The Index is broken down 
into four basic categories ident- 
ified with code letters as follows 
(A) incorporated as a nonprofit 

or charitable organization which 
has tax exemption for donation 
Purposes, (B) an organization 
which in itself is quite legiti- 
mate although some of its mem- 
bers have been known to use 
promoters in its fund raising, 


(C) an organization which has

failed to cooperate with the BBB 
when it requested for a general 
file and/or financial informat- 
ion, and (D) a group which is 
often confused with charitable 
organizations but which, in 
fact, is a registered for-profit 
company, 

Two local organizations, 
COSTI and Dellerest Children's 
Home are classified as "A" 
organizations, On the other 
hand, Toys for Tots, Guida 
Italiane and Canada Ecology 
are listed as "D" type organi~ 
zations, 

The following guidelines are 
offered by the Better Business 
Bureau in dealing with solicite 
ors: (1) inform yourself about 
the principles of the soliciting 
organization and the facts con= 
cerning the nature of its activ 
ities, (2) remember that legit- 
imate solicitors and agencies 
do not use high pressure methods 
to force you to give before you 
are able to make inquiries, 

(3) if a solicitor refuses to show 
you identification, don't contri- 
bute, (4) never agree to contri- 
bute in response to a telephone 
call, and (5) never pay in cash 
write a check made payable 
to the organization, 

Some other réminders which 
might come in handy are: (1) 
remember that you are under 
no obligation to accept mailed 
tickets or merchandise which 
you did not order, (3) get proof 
that your donation is deductible 
if you want tax exemption for 
your contribution, (4) remember 
that a federal income tax regis- 
tration number is no guarantee 
that any operation is legitimate 
and (5) the use of a well-respe- 
ected group's name is no assurance 
that the promoter running the 
fund raising drive is legitimate, 

If still in doubt, feel free to 
to call the Better Business Bur 
eau's Solicitations Control Dep- 
artment for a copy of the Index, 
or to help resolve other questions 
you may have,
